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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claim 1 1 is allowed over the prior art of record. None of the prior art discloses or 
suggests a LCD device comprising a backlight unit below a second polarizing plate 
wherein the second polarizing plate comprises a first adhesive layer, a first passivation 
layer, a polarizer, a second passivation layer, a second adhesive layer, a .lambda.M 
phase shift plate, a third adhesive layer, a Cholesteric Liquid Crystal (CLC) layer, a third 
passivation layer, and a light-diffusion layer having a plurality of projections on a surface 
thereof; wherein the light-diffusion layer directly contacts the third passivation layer, the 
light-diffusion layer produces an amount of Haze, and a density of the projections of 
light-difTusion layer is less than a density of beads that would have to be added to one 
of the adhesive layers to obtain the same amount of Haze. Claims 12, 15-21 , 23 and 24 
are also allowed since they depend on claim 1 1 . 

Claim 41 is allowed for the same reasons set forth in the last Office action.
